Desert Winds 
Rip Tents 
At Atomic Site

High winds swept from northern 
'California into the Southwest Dust 
Bowl today, ripping up IOO tents 
at the Nevada 
atomic site and 
;postponing a m ajor A-blast along 
the way. 
The raking winds played havoc 
j in the San Francisco Bay region, 
swept over mountains to the ac­ 
com panim ent of heavy snows, and 
threatened 
new 
dust 
storms 
in 
drought-plagued Oklahoma today. 
The storm also granted a brief 
respite to Survival Town. U. S. A.. 
the model community on N evada’s 
Yucca Flat which is doomed to go 
up in an atomic explosion. 
The blast had been scheduled to 
go off today, bul government sci­ 
entists postponed it al least 24 
hours when winds up to 75 miles 
per hour were forecast. 
Tents Flattened 
But the winds showed no mercy 
on the civilian defense experts who 
came to watch the explosion as 
gusts up to 50 miles per hour flat­ 
tened more than IOO of the 300 
tents at Camp Desert Rock. 
Many of the tent city’s 500 oc­ 
cupants were sleeping when the 
tents gave in and a dozen of them 
received treatm ent for dust parti­ 
cles blown in their eyes.
